F the people of San Francisco 
were not given over entirely to 


5 light - mindedness and material 
$ pleasures they would realize, to 


some extent at least, the depths 


of degradation to 'which they have fallen; how 
abandoned they are in the estimation of the pure 
in heart and unselfish evangelists of the civic up- 
lift. William J. Burns has given them up to their 


refused to further labor in the vineyard for 


$625 a month or any other sum to preserve them 
from their own iniquities. 


Burns says he has remained in San Francisco 


for the past two years at a great personal sacrifice 
only because he desired to reform the town and 
was begged stay by Rudolph Spreckels and Fran- 
cis J. Heney. 
Incidentally, Mr. Spreckels paid 


him many thousands of dollars, and for more than 
a year past he has been drawing down $625 a 
month from the city; his sons have also kept 
steady company with the payroll, and .there has al- 
ways been an automobile maintained at public ex- 
pense for the Burns family to take an airing in. 


But these were all minor considerations; they 


did not influence Burns in the least nor offer any 
inducement for him to devote his energies, his tal- 
ents and his profound knowledge of human de- 
pravity in its lowest and basest aspects to the re- 


• generation of San Francisco along lines satisfac- 
tory to the moral sense of Fremont Older, Dick 
Creighton, Rudolph Spreckels, Francis J. Heney 
and the late lamented Ed Pincus. Burns did not 
work for coin, he worked for virtue. He took the 
money of course, but he did it reluctantly and 
only as a guarantee of good faith. It was the 
righteous zeal that burned in his soul that kept 
him busy at his_task of making things easy for the 
courts and hard for the enemies of Spreckels. 


He accomplished wonders, but he could not 


perform miracles. He has thrown up his job as 
keeper of the privy key to justice and the back 
door to the chambers of Judges Dunne and Law- 
lor. 
He has washed his hands of San Francisco, 


despairing of the city's reformation, and is going 
away—think of it, going away for good—to let 
poor old San Francisco go to hell in her own way. 
Isn't it awful! 


And yet there will be no tears shed over the 


loss of this good man. In truth his going will be 
a sort of Portola celebration from Bernal Heights 
to the Barbary Coast, from the Potrero to the Pre- 
sidio, from Lone Mountain to Mission Bay. All 
the bands will play "We hope you never will come 
back." Such is the ingratitude of republics, the

poor appreciation of the fickle public for a man 
who has listened at keyholes, peeped into letters, 
peered at women through windows and dogged the 
footsteps of jurors and witnesses in the interests 
of public virtue, who-has soEtefied his corns wear- 
ing gumshoes in the service of morality, who has 
brought Dr. Dille and Dick Creighton in political 
accord and in thorough agreement as to how 
bribery should be suppressed and_ the social evil 
be made a coadjutor in the cause of social purity, 
who has made an honest man of Big Jim Gallag- 
her and a worthy citizen of Andy Wilson. 


The election has discouraged Burns. There's 


no doubt of that. It has shaken his faith in hu- 
manity, destroyed his hope for the regeneration of 
San Francisco, and torn him loose from the pub- 
lic feed trough. There is little to be gained now 
by pulling the Spreckels leg—that 
elongated 


member has become too sensitive to the Burns 
touch since the long pull Hen,ey has subjected it 
to. So Burns announces that he will leave the 
ungrateful city to get along without him if it can. 
He will not work for Fickert on any terms. True, 
Fickert gave notice on the stump that he'was go- 
ing to kick Burns out of his fat berth and chase 
his acolytes out to the potato fields or have them 
run in for vagrancy, but that does not matter— 
Burns refuses to work for him, anyhow. 


"Work for Fickert? Not on your life," he de- 


clares with distended chest and noble indignation 
thrilling in his tones. 


"You bet he won't," says Fickert with callous 


disregard of modest merit; "not an hour, not a 
minute. I wouldn't have that gumshoe blackguard 
and his band of sneaks and crooks around me any 
more than I would have a collection of snakes and 
skunks." 


So, apparently no one will urge Burns to stay. 


Nobody will weep for him, either, when he de- 
parts. He will have to be written off Spreckels' 
books as a total loss. His memory will be pre- 
served, however, by the big hole he will leave in 
the city treasury and large black spots on the 
ermine of Judges Dunne and Lawlor. Otherwise 
all will be well, and in future the man in the moon 
will not be compelled to hold his nose while pass- 
ing over San Francisco. The moral loss suffered 
by the departure of Burns will be compensated 
for by the sanitary improvement. This will equal- 
ize things somewhat and save the taxpayers sev- 
eral thousand dollars a month. 


But hist! don't begin crying too soon. 
Burns 


is not going to leave as long as he can pull a plunk 
from the city treasury.
